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Elba City Schools receive $200,000 
grant for reading program improvments

Excitement reached the Elba 
City School System recently 
when the announcement arrived 
naming the local system as one 
of eleven in the state to qualify 
for an Alabama Reading First 
Initiative (ARFI) grant. 

Superintendent Danny Weeks 
said the school system will 
receive a $200,000 grant for its 
reading program, and that grant 
could possibly be for three years 
if the school system follows 
through with its program. 

Funds for the ARFI grant are 
éarmarked with specific purpos- 
es to. include: provide assistance 
to local education agencies in 
establishing reading programs 
for students in kindergarten 
through grade three that are 
based on scientific reading 


research to ensure that every 
student can read at grade level 
or above not later than the end 
of grade three; provide assis- 
tance in preparing teachers, 
including special education 
teachers, through professional 
development and other support 
so the teachers can identify spe- 
cific barriers facing their stu- 
dents and so the teachers have 
the tools to effectively help their 
students learn to read; provide 
assistance in selecting or admin- 
istering screening, diagnostic 
and classroom-based instruc- 
tional reading assessments; pro- 
vide assistance in selecting or 
developing effective instruc- 
tional materials (including 
classroom-based materials to 
assist teachers in implementing 
the essential components of 
reading instruction), programs,

Starting with 420 acres and 
the philosophy that he could 
only make money if he utilized 
the land 12 months a year, Wisé 
has since expanded his farm ta 
include 3,500 acres—which he 
was able to pay off in 2002. 
Today, he raises about 1,200 
acres of cotton, corn and soy- 
beans during the summer 
months and then uses the row 
crop land for winter grazing 
when the weather turns cold, 
James also has installed ter- 
faces, drainage tiles and other 
conservation measures to. pre- 
vent erosion and ensure he gets 
the maximum retum from his 
investment, 

That same business savvy led 
Wise to adopt an unique market- 
ing strategy for the calves pro- 
duced each year by his 500-cow, 
mostly Limousin, beef cattle

“We market all the calves 
through the Laura’s Lean beef 
program,” he said, “It's a group 
based in Lexington, Ky., and 
their advertising philosophy is 
that their beef is raised with no 
growth additives of any kind

In a letter to his mother written May 17, 1915 
forty-three year old physician, author, profes- 
or, and poet John McCrae described his 
experiences during the 2nd Battle of Ypres. 


Fought throughout late April and early May 
1915 in Belgium, Major McCrae tended an 
endless stream of casualties in his small field 
hospital, Many of those he treated were suf- 
fering the effects of inhaling poison gas, 
released over the Allied troops by the 
Germans. When the battle ended in mid- 
May, the Allied troops had suffered 69,000 
casualties, while the Germans suffered only 
35,000. The large discrepancy was due to the 
number of Allied:soldiers struck down by 


poison gas. 


On the evening of May 2, McCrae; a professor 
of medicine at Canada’s McGill University 
during peacetime, officiated at the burial of 
Lieutenant Alexis Helmer, one of his former 
medical students, The next evening McCrae 
took a twenty-minute break, using the time 
to escape some of the horrifying emotional 
pain inflicted by the continuing death and 
terror. As he had done many times before, he 
eased the pain by scribbling a short poem. 


While he was writing, a soldier approached, 
delivering that day’s mail. McCrae looked up, 
apdithen returned to his writing.

Helmet rule aimed at increasing safety at 
4-H equestrian events 


Young people involved in 
Alabama 4-H equestrian proj- 
ects and activities will be safer 
due to a new 4-H equestrian hel- 
met policy. 

Beginning May |, youth need 
to wear protective headgear 
with a secured harness when 
mounted at all Alabama 4-H 
horse activities. The helmet 
must be American Society of 
Testing Materials and Safety 
Engineering Institute approved. 

Dr. Lamar Nichols, 4-H state 
program leader with the 
Alabama Cooperative Extension 
System, says the new policy is 
intended to enhance young rid- 
ers’ safety. 

“Research shows that wearing 
an approved helmet reduces 
serious head injuries,” said 
Nichols. “We would be remiss 
as leaders: and parents if we do 


“ not take every precaution .to 


safeguard our youth.” 

“We also want to get the word 
out now so all Alabama 4-H 
members who participate ‘in 


horse events can get a helmet 
and not miss out on any activi- 
ties. 

Nichols points out since the 
United States Pony Club man- 
dated helmet use in 1983, their 
head injury rate has dropped by 
one-third. 

The policy applies to all 4-H 
members and to all 4-H eques- 
trian activities. Some common 
4-H horse activities are work- 
shops, 4-H horse shows, prac- 
tices, trail rides, drill teams, and 
fairs. 

The largest annual 4-H equine 
event is the State 4-H Horse 
Show, which will be July 5 
through July 8 at Montgomery's 
Garrett Coliseum Complex. 

Recent research shows that 
more than half of all riding 
injuries occurred when riders 
were performing non-jumping 
related activities. 

“Parents and young people 
should understand helmets must 


-meet ASTM F-1163 guidelines 


for equestrian helmets,” said Dr. 


Cindy McCall, Extension 
equine ‘specialist. “Bicycle hel- 
mets are inadequate protection 
for horse riders. It’s also critical 
that the helmet be properly fit- 
ted, and the harness straps fas- 
tened on helmets,”

While Asian soybean rust was 
found on soybeans in 18 
Alabama counties last fall, this 
will be the first planting season 
where growers will have to take 
the disease into. consideration. 

Dr. Edward Sikora, a plant 
pathologist with the Alabama 
Cooperative Extension System, 
said the disease could be a sig- 
nificant problem if it becomes 
widespread in the United States, 

“Soybean rust may cause sig- 
nificant economic losses to U.S, 
soybean growers,” he said, 
“Conservative predictions indi- 
cate yield losses of 10 tol5 per- 
cent in nearly all the U.S. soy- 
bean growing areas with losses 
up to 50 percent in the southeast 
when the disease is not properly 
managed with fungicides.” 
Sikora says some growers are 
considering using early matur- 
ing soybean varieties and plant- 
ing them earlier than normal as 
one way to battle the disease. 

“Farmers are hoping that by 
planting carly maturing varieties 
they can raise a crop of beans 
before the disease reaches their 
fields,” said Sikora. 

Sikora notes there may be 
problems with that strategy. 

“If soil temperatures are too 
cold or if the weather stays cool, 
your crop is susceptible to other 
plant diseases and environmen- 
tal disorders. Also, if they are 
growing corm, they may find 
themselves at harvest time with 
both crops ready to harvest at 
the same time.” 

He adds that farmers are 
going to have to take proactive 
measures to battle the. disease 
successfully. 

“Waiting for the disease to 


show up in your field before ini- . 


tiating your spray program 
could result in significant yield 


losses,” said Sikora. “Once an 
epidemic reaches 10 percent 
severity, a fungicide application 
may not be of much benefit.” 

Extension scientists and col- 
leagues with the Alabama 
Agricultural Experiment Station 
are planting about 25 sentinel 
plots across the state to monitor 
the disease's entry and progress 
this year. 

Sikora says the plots are 50 
feet by 50 feet in size-and will 
be planted earlier than the con- 
ventional planting date for the 
area with an early maturing soy- 
bean variety. 

The plots will be checked 
weekly for the presence of soy- 
bean rust. 

“This is part of a national pro- 
gram to monitor movement of 
the disease within the United 
States,” said Sikora, “The infor- 
mation will be made available 
through a USDA Web site for 
use by the public, This informa- 
tion will be vital for successful 
fungicide management of soy- 
bean rust by our growers as well 
as soybean growers in neighbor- 
ing states.” 

Soybean rust can be managed 
with the judicious use of fungi- 
cides. Fungicide applications 
can reduce yield loss, depending 
on the plant’s developmental 
stage, time when soybean rust is 
detected and fungicide applica- 
tion method. 

Sikora says the timing of the 
first fungicide application is 
critical, Applications should 
begin at flowering when the 
threat of the disease is consid- 
ered high for an area. 
Subsequent applications should 
be made 14 to 21 days apart, 
depending on the product used. 

“The fungicides will raise 
producer costs by some esti- 
mates as much as $20 to $30 
dollars per acre,” said Dr. Bob 
Goodman, an Extension agricul- 
tural economist, “Lots of farm- 
ers who planted soybeans last 


year may be reevaluating if they 
will plant beans this year. They: 
should also be looking at all 
their production practices criti- 
cally to ensure they are using 
the most cost effective means of 
operation,” 


Sikora notes that the disease © 


is caused by the fungus, 
Phakopsora pachyrhizi. 

“The fungus, which requires 
living tissue to survive, did not 
overwinter in Alabama, But 
viable spores have been found 
on kudzu leaves in two Florida 
counties. This indicates the dis- 
ease survived the winter in 
Florida. It's only a matter of 
time before we sev it on kudzu 
and other host plants in 
Alabama.” 

All commercial varieties of 
soybeans currently available are 
highly susceptible to the dis- 
ease. 

The USDA recently launched 
a Web site, www.usda,gov/soy- 
beanrust. From this page you 
can link to the USDA Public 
Soybean Rust Web _ site, 
www.sbrusa.net, This site con- 
tains maps for observations, rec- 
ommendations and scouting 
information controlled by state 
soybean specialists. 

Sikora also recommends 
another Web site that offers a 
comprehensive look at the dis- 
ease as well information on 
identification and management 
of the disease. 

The American 
Phytopathological Society, the 
Plant Management Network and 
other scientific organizations, 
have launched an online soy- 
bean rust center al 
http://www.plantmanagement- 
network. org/infocenter,” said 
Sikora, “It offers breaking news 
on soybean rust; links to fea- 
tured soybean rust sites; infor 
mation on the identification and

Fish 
The Brush 
For Bluegills 

As a youngster I cut my fish- 
ing teeth on bluegills. My father 
and I once heard of a‘farm pond 
that was just full of big bluegills. 
We fished this particular pond 
several times looking for the big 
bluegills we had heard about, 
but just couldn't find them. 

On day we arrived a little late 
and observed a single fisherman 
in a boat fishing a brushy old 
fencerow near the middle of the 
upper end of the pond. | 
watched him catch fish after fish 
through my little binoculars. | 
could tell he was catching a lot 
of big bluegills, but he was try- 
ing to land them discreetly to 
avoid drawing attention to his 
honey hole. 

We didn't encroach on_ his 
spot but we did find our own 
honey hole, right in the middle 
of the thickest brush and snags 
in the pond; It was almost 
impossible to drop a hook in or 
pull a fish out unless you low- 
ered your bait, and brought the 
bluegill out almost vertically. 
Any sideways action resulted in 
a lost hook or a hung up fish. 

We soon learned that fishing 
the thick stuff would test your 
patience to the end but that was 
where the fish were, both in size 
and number. We also learned 
that we would need a little heay- 
ier line and a wire hook that 
would straighten out rather than 
break off. It only took a minute 
to bend a flexible hooks back in 
place and have it baited and in 
the water again, 

Dad preferred live bait on a 
cane pole to a rod and reel. He 
discovered that if he left the 
point of the hook imbedded in 
his bait it would not hang up as 
often. He was fishing “Texas

rigged” and didn’t even know it. 
I tried jigs, Super Dupers, and 
spinners, but I lost a lot of baits. 
My best rig was a jig on a stout 
cane pole fished vertically: This 
combo was deadly on the big 
bull bluegills.. I had to be quiet 
as I gently dropped the jig right 
down in the middle of the snags. 
A slow up and down. jiggling 
action was all it took to entice a 
strike. 

Just getting into the middle of 
brushy areas can be a challenge. 
Notice how often you see fisher- 
man fishing the edge. of such 
areas, but often no one is out in 
the real thicket. A small pointed 
boat such as a rowboat or canoe 
is ideal, Johnboats are fine too, 
but if it’s very thick the square 
bows can be a_ hindrance. 
Anchors are seldom needed as 
the bow and’stern can be tiéd to 
brush with a short line. 

Next time you find a “Jungle” 
in the middle of a pond or reser- 
voir, get in the thick of it. Just 
make sure your fish-cleaning 
knife is sharp and there is plenty 
of cooking oil for the fryer.

These scholarships are 
funded by professional organi- 
zations, corporations or univer- 
sities. Jean Danielson, director 
of the educational research 
department for 
FastWeb(www.fastweb.com), 
the leading scholarship search 
Web site, says “there are organ- 
izations offering scholarships to 
students in everything from 
business to nursing to engineer- 
ing.” 

Jenny Sirmons’s dream of 
becoming a teacher helped her 
win a scholarship. “I wrote a 
50-word essay about why I 
wanted to become a teacher,” 
she says. Sirmons won the Boon 
Teaching Award at Angelina 
College, worth $250 per semes- 
ter for two years. She'll soon 
graduate with a degree in histo- 
ry and pursue a career in educa- 
tion. 

Professional organizations 
are ‘‘a resource students can use 
to leam more about a profes- 
sion,” says Danielson. These

LEVEE WORK CONTINUES as a work crew prepares the foundation on top of the levee for 
pumps and associated equipment at the storm water collection point behind the old schools. These 
pumps are simular to, but smaller than, the Putman Street pumps which have been in use for sever- 
al years. Once installation ‘is completed, they can be activated when the river level rises and auto- 
matically closes the flap gates on the free flow drain pipes through the base of the levee. These 
pumps are designed to take the water from the natural, but enhanced catch basin at the inside base 
of the levee and dump it over the recently enhanced earthen structure and into the river.
